The 
really bed internecine cutting up you are entirely unaware of for you do not really 
know or understand those who are responsible for it, or their motive, it ich is not 
like Sylvie's. I hope you’ll be eble to drop this subject, for you T ll not be able to 
do any good with it end may work more damage. At* some point something will have to be 
done, if for no other reason, for our own survival. Until it C8n be done thoroughly 
end definitively, I, personally, will do nothing public about it, save for such things 
as what I did with Epstein. u n this, V ince, Gary Schoeher snd several others have * sked 
me to expand that into a book. I can do that in about e raek or two of herd, unin- 
terrupted work, and it can be both oveer whelming and informative, the vehicle for 
bringing out new information. But 1 now have three unpublished book3 end I will not 
take the time from other work for the production of another futility. I told them If 
they arrange publication i will do it. That, however, is net part of the reel "war” 
between the critics. Unfortunately, there ©re too few people with the knowledge required 
to understand it - or even to realize it. A large part of it is or is from Mark, who 
putB on a holy face, is entirely uninhibited in his doshonesties, not the worst of 
which is endless thievery, and then, with his holiness established, proceeds toil do 
whet he can to damage almost anyone else- ju3t about all doing any work. Re la, o side 
from his thorough, instrinsic dishonesty, bugged by his totel inability to have brought 
anything new and significant to ligit and an incinveiveble ego that compels him to 
regard this entire things as his personal property. These drive him to lengths that 
cannot be conceived. Bickel, who is wrong on most things, is right in his general 
observation, fortunately, he doesn’t reolly understand how rig^it. Herk is o liar like 
no other. For minor example, it is false that 15 publishers agreed to do hi3 book and 
then tacked out. All but one turned it down, and in quite a few cases, for legitimate, 
literary reasons, The finished, edited thing is nothing like the original. The one 
exception is Grove, and Mark s abuse of Barney Rosset turned him off, permanently, on 
this subject, t to the hurt of°all of us. Mark simply violated his contract, kept the 
advance, didn t meet the deadline by a considerable length of time and, when he did 
not have the material nib r the contracted book, just switched to a format outside the 
contract. I knew about this from his then-egnnt, the end of 1965. He was supposed to 
have the book done end out befbre the Report was Issued. Its contracted publication 
date was announced, etc. 1 have corroborated this with the general ao uns el at Grove, 
who I know well/ The thievery and dishonesty so permeatgCitzen a Dissent -and have you 
noticed how ell of this was him alone?- that the legitimate story of the abdication 
of the nedia is without credibility. n e has dona what scholars of the future will 
not be able to credit, hence they will nofi witfout independent work, be able to know 
who did fail and who did not, who did give time and ito did not. You were a witness 
to the beginning of Metromedia's interest and can, to a degree, eehrluate that small 
pert of the boofcf. "Bou know who turned them on and how, who ta^ed Burl®, etc. Find a 
word of it in Citizen's Dissent and look how carefully it is written around. 
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In turn, because he alone can travel freely, he3 funds, he is constantly 
proslytizing, constantly campaigning sgeinat, to the degree that on occasions ha takes 
up the cudgels for the ^ther side* ^ome of it gets back to me because he does not 
know how close the working relationship is between those of us who reslly continue the 
work, ^ery few still' ore, eii d there are a number of new ones unknown to him. 

Privately and bluntly, 1 tell you Garrison will be luckyto survive 
Gerrison. The combination of himself, Mark and Mort may well exhaust his inexhaustable 
luck. We will be fortunate if we survive that combo, for you earn begin to understand k 
what, 8 1 the appropriate moment, the other eide, if it ever wises up, cen do with what 
they have already done. 

So, it is fine to appeal for unity, boh how cen the sheep bed with the 
wolf? is not as simple as your appeal makes it, and the end re ult of such 
appeal^ is to reflect on thpse who are the victims rather than those who are the 
offenders. If you are still interested when I am out there, I f ll give you whatever 
detail end evidence you want, privately. Generally, we can better spend our time in 
other ways.
